The regular meeting of the Elba 
City Council Monday night was one 
of action, if not of harmony. 

Disagreement over the proposed 
two signature for purchase orders 
and checks sharply divided city gov- 
ernment with the five city’ council 
members on one side and the mayor 
on the other, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood had pre- 
viously voiced his opposition to the 
proposal. He apparently was joined 
in this opposition Monday night by 
Operations Officer Henry Clark who 
resigned, by letter, his duties as Act- 
ing City Clerk because “...the de- 
mands placed upon me in my other 
capacitics with the city prohibit me 
from serving fully as acting city 
ClErK yr’ 

There was no clerk recording the 
minutes of the meeting Monday 
night. Haywood had in place the 
tape recorder used by previous city 
clerks to verify the accuracy of their 
written notes, 

The council did approve the or- 
dinance requiring all purchase orders 
and checks be signed by the mayor 
or clerk and one of two council

members; Earl G. McCollough or 
John W. Sharpless. The ordinance 
also requires that all purchase orders 
for $500 or more have prior approval 
of the city council. The vote was 5-1 
with Haywood voting no. 

The council took no action Mon- 
day night to approve or disapprove 
of Clark’s resignation. No action 
was laken to name another person as 
city clerk or acting city clerk. 

A special meeting of the city 
council has been tentatively set by 
Mayor Haywood for Wednesday 
evening of this week to decide exact- 
ly who will be signing payroll and 
other city checks. 

The governing body was poised 
to introduce and approve an or- 
dinance adding a one cent sales tax 
in the City of Elba. Half of that tax 
would go to the local schools. 

Final passage was delayed until 
the next regular meeting of the coun- 
cil. The proposed ordinance calls for 
the tax to become effective on May 
Ist and expire on December 31st, 
1996, 

When asked from the audience 
about the city cutting expenses, Hay- 
wood said there had been meetings 
with ali department heads and ex- 
penses have already been cut back 
all they can be cut back. 

Work can move forward on get- 
ting the bridge built from the new 
school complex to Taylor Mill Road. 
The City of Elba accepted a deed to 
the 100 foot right-of-way connecting 
the school property and the public 
highway, thus making it legal for the 
Alabama Highway Department to let 
bids for the construction of the 
bridge. 

School Superintendent Charles 
Pearce explained that the plans are 
drawn and the highway department 
is ready to let the bids. It is expected 
the road will be ready for public use 
by next fall. 

The council heard a report from 
the mayor on the financial condition 


. of the general fund..This had been 


requested by council members a 


week ago before they voted to bor- 
row money to pay a $70,000 Work- 
man’s Comp bill. 

Haywood detailed the present bal- 
ance in the account and the bills that 
must be paid from this account, he 
said the bookkeeper had ree- 
ommended the entire amount be bor- 
rowed, 

After some discussion, the coun- 
cil voted to borrow $70,000 for six 
months from the local bank which 
will offer the best interest rates, 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less presented a request from local 
businessman Ed Tucker, of Tucker 
Electric for a lease purchase of the 
old Elba Middle School. Sharpless 
agreed to get Tucker to prepare the 
same type agreement as recently 
signed with Ken English on the old 
high school gym. 

Monthly bills of $21,643.25 were 
approved for payment, this included 
$5,497 for the annual audit; 
$4177.80 gas bill, $1927 flood in- 
surance and $2718.98 in equipment 
repairs. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
answering 18 complaints and issuing 
14 traffic citations, including one for 
driving under the influence, There 
were four criminal arrest. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 12 dogs. One was returned to the 
owner, 

Following an executive session 
requested by Parker, the council ap- 
proved the hiring of Don Watson as 
HUD officer, replacing Kevin Burk 
who Parker said recently resigned, 

Engincer Bobby Lee presented 
the council with a study of problems 
of the sewer system. He agreed to re- 
turn after council members had had 
time to review the report. 

One recommendation was that the 
cily scl up a crew to work on iden- 
tified problems daily until they had 
been repaired. 

Dennis Coleman added to this 
sewer report with details of how they 
intended to solve the sewer back-up 
problem on Buford Street at the lev-

ee. It will entail spending several 
thousand dollars to divert a force 
main sewer from Smith Avenue to 
another manhole 

Coleman reported to the council 
that an annual report to ADEM on 
the sewer system was ready for their 
review and submission to the state 
office, He noted the system graded 
in the 0-70 range (34) and _ this 
means Elba is doing OK, In com- 
parison, last year the grade was 126, 
which required some corrections, 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
reported that the state highway de- 
partment was planning to resurface 
several state highways _ passing 
through Elba. Highway 84, Brantley 
Highway and Troy Highway. 

The council voted to follow 
Clark’s recommendation and author- 
ize the highway department to in- 
clude in their bids the $5-$6 thou- 
sand cost of raising and/or lowering 
about 20 manhole covers along the 
route of the resurfacing.

Laird kicks off state senate campaign 


Opp and Andalusia lawyer Wes 
Laird announced his candidacy for 
State Senator of District 31 Saturday 
evening at the Opp National Guard 
Armory before a crowd of some four 
hundred supporters, 

Laird, who was narrowly defeated 
by Crum Foshee four years ago, said 
that his campaign had grown. “Four 
years ago, I announced we were go- 
ing to run a cudzu campaign-- 
spreading like cudzu throughout the 
district, We fell just short of victory 
then, but look how the cudzu has 
grown since.” 

Laird, who formally qualified for 
State Senator on March 5, said the 
greatest inspiration in his life as a 
small child was his grandfather on 
his mother’s side. “From him, I 
learned the value of family, I learned 
that there is no substitute for the 
time you spend with your children. I 
learned that love is more important 
than money, that all people are im- 
portant regardless of their walk in 
life, that right is always better than 
wrong, no matter how much the cost, 
and I learned that the just should be

as bold as the unjust. With these ba- 
sic values as my inspiration, I am 
proud to announce my candidacy for 
State Senator of District 31.” 

Laird said that he is running be- 
cause he wants to take the values of 
hard work he learned growing up on 
his mother and dad’s farm near Flo- 
rala to Montgomery, “One of my

pulling weeds. Now, it's time we 
pulled the weeds in Montgomery.” 
Along those lines, Laird said he 
would propose term limits for legis- 
lators when elected. 

Laird, who was interrupted by ap- 
plause several times, told the crowd, 
“It’s time we pass a law that if the 
budgets don’t get passed during the 
regular session, the legislators don’t 
get paid during the special sessions.” 

Laird received his law degree and 
a B.S. in commerce and business 
from the University of Alabama, 
where he met his wife, Deidra. They 
have two children, Laken and Leah, 
ages 6 and 3. He said that because of 
his children, education was a chief 
concern to him. 

“Many of the problems in educa- 
tion can be solved without great ex- 
pendiiures of money, For instance, 
we need to help our teachers return 
discipline to the classroom so they 
can teach. One of the ways to do that

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, County Engineer Mark Pool 
told commissioners that he would 
not recommend anything less than a 
80-foot right-of-way. 

Pool stated that right-of-ways on 
county roads should be more stan- 
dard and not change from one lot to 
another, 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
told commission members that he 
had sought support for less right-of- 
ways in the pass but failed; however, 
he was successful in obtaining the 
necessary deeds. In some cases he 
stated that the road came very close 
to some residents’ front porches 

Commissioner Black voiced his 
support of the standardization of 
county right-of-ways. 

“One man’s front porch is just as 
important as another's,” Black said, 

Averett’s motion failed in a 24-1 
vote, Averett and Faulk voted for the 


High-speed chase 
nets four youths

A high speed chase last Thursday

Elba man charged 
with sexual abuse 


On March 13, 1994, shortly be- 
fore 11:00 p.m., Elba police officers 
were on routine patrol on Jones 
Street in the Mulberry Community. 

The officers were flagged down 
by a citizen and advised that a rape 
was occurring in a mobile home lo- 
cated at the corner of Jones and 
Jackson streets.

(undisclosed to the media because of 
her age) given to them by the citizen 
was inside the trailer. 

Daniels advised the officers that 
she was not; however, at that time, a 
black female juvenile ran from the 
trailer, According to officers, she 
was visibly upset. 

The police officers confirmed the 
information given to them by the cit- 
izen and detained the rape suspect, 
Daniels, 

After investigators arrived at the 
scene, the victim and suspect were 
transported to the police department 
where statements were taken from 
all parties involved.

ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 
NIGHTTIME CURFEW FOR MINORS 


SECTION ONE. Curfew for minors - 
Definitions 

(a.) “City” is the City of Elba, Coffee 
County, Alabama, with administrative of- 
ieee, at 200 Buford Street, Elba, Alabama 


(b.) Minor/Juvenile is any person 
seventeen (17) years of age or young- 
er and not emancipated. 
(c) Parent is any person having le- 
gal custody of a minor: 

0 As a natural adoptive; 

2) Asa legal guardian; 

(3) As a person who stands in loco 
Parentis; or 
(4) As aperson to whom legal cus- 
tody has been given by an or- 
der of court. 

(d.) Street is a way or place, of what- 
soever nature, open to the use of the pub- 
lic as a matter of right for purposes of ve- 
hicular travel or in the case ot a sidewalk 
thereof for pedestrian travel. The term 
street includes the legal right-of-way, in- 
cluding but not limited to the Cartway or 
traffic lanes, the curb, the sidewalks 
whether paved or unpaved, and any 
grass plots or other grounds found within 
the legal right-of-way of a street.

A police officer of the city, upon finding 
or having attention called to any minor on 
the streets in violation of the curfew or- 
dinance, normally shall take the minor to 
the police station, where a parent shall 
immediately be notified to come for such 
minor, whereupon he/she shall be ques- 
tioned, This is intended to permit as- 
certainment, upon constitutional safe- 
guards, of relevant facts, and to centralize 
responsibility in the supervisor there and 
then on duty for accurate, effective, fair, 
impartial and uniform enforcement, and 
recording, thus making available ex- 
perienced supervisory personnel, the best 
of facilities and access to information and 
records. In the absence of convincing ev- 
idence such as a birth certificate or driv- 
ers license, a policeman on the street 
shall in the first instance use his best 
judgement in determining age. 

(1) Police procedures shall constant- 
ly be refined in the light of experience and 
may provide, inter alia, that the policeman 
may deliver to a parent thereof a minor 
under appropriate circumstances, for ex- 
ample a minor of tender age near home‘ 
whose identity and address may readily 
be ascertained or are known. 

(2) In any event, such policeman 
shall within twenty-four (24) hours file a 
written report with the chiet of police, or

Flba man’s body found in field along side AL Hwy. 87S

Shortly after 12:00 noon Monday, 
the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment recevied a call that a body had 
been found along side AL Hwy, 87. 

Deputies responding to the call 
found a man’s body lying in a field 
approximately 35 to 40 feet off the 
highway. 

The location of the body was ap- 
proximately 14 miles south of Elba 
in the Fairview Community, 

Due to the body being in a de- 
composed state, it was determined 
by authorities that the man had been 
dead for several days. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
Stated that a billfold containing an 
Alabama Driver's License was 
found near the body, but due to the 
state of the body, a positive visual 
identification could not be made. 

Sheriff Paul, while at the scene, 
said, “At this point, we definitely 


suspect foul play until we can deter- 
mine the cause of death. 

“We are presently working on 
identifying the dead man and finding 
out background information such as 
when he was last seen and by 
whom.” 

Tuesday morning personnel with 
the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Scienees positively identified the 
man’s body as being that of Jackie 
Morris. 

The autopsy further revealed that 
Morris had been shot four times, 
twice in the head and twice in the 
upper body area. It appeared that the 
wounds were made by a small cali- 
ber weapon. 

Morris was 39 years old and re- 
sided at 824 N. Troy Highway in 
Elba. He was employed as a cook at 
Larry’s Barbeque in Daleville. 

According to reports, Morris was 
last seen Sunday night, March 13th, 
at his residence in Elba. 

The body was discovered Mon- 


day when a farm employee passed 
the scene on a tractor and sensed an 
awful odor, Looking in the general 
direction of the ordor's origin, he 
thought he saw a dead hog. 

The man reported what he saw 
and smelled to his employer, Ellis 
Wise. 

Wise thought that it might have 
been one of his hogs struck and 
killed by an automobile. So, after 
lunch, he went to investigate further. 
Upon doing so, the man’s body was 


discovered and a call was made to | 


the sheriffs department. 
The investigation into Morris’ 


death is being conducted by the Cof- i 


fee County Sheriff's Department 


District Attorney’s Office, Elba Po- 
lice Department, and the Department 
of Forensic Sciences.

Elba Mayor & Council remain at odds

A special council meeting of the 
Elba city council was held Wednes- 
day night, March 16th. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood _ had 
called the meeting because of an im- 
passe Over a newly passed check 
signing ordinance. The ordinance 
approved by the council, with only 
Haywood dissenting, required a city 
council member to sign with either 
the mayor or city clerk. 

Haywood said he wouldn’t be 
signing any more checks. Opera- 
tions Officer Henry Clark had writ- 
ten the council that he didn’t have 
the time to continue as acting City 
Clerk. This left no one to legally co- 
sign any purchase orders or checks 
(including pay checks) effective 
Thursday morning. 

The comments made during the 
discussion on the matter could be 
summed up as “venting of frustra- 
tions and/or anger” as council mem- 
bers and Haywood discussed the 
matter at length before reaching a 
temporary solution, 

Haywood said Alabama law 
doesn’t require the mayor sign 
checks and he wasn’t going to do so. 

Brunson said, “Let me get this 
straight. You are refusing to sign.” 
He added, “I hate to see these games 
being played. I don’t consider this a 

game.” ' 


Council member Earl McCol- 
lough asked for a 10 minute recess 
and Haywood initially refused. 
Brunson then moved for a recess and 
Sharpless quickly seconded the mo- 
tion. Haywood again said no, but 
changed and told them to go ahead 
and take their recess, 

After the recess Haywood asked 
McCollough, “Earl did you solve 
anything while we were on recess.” 

McCollough then asked Clark if 
he would accept the temporary posi- 
tion of city clerk for the next two or 
three weeks. 

Clark did agreed to continue sign- 
ing both the purchase orders and the 
cheeks, but only for the next four 
wecks. He said he was doing this for 
the people who work for the city and 
to allow the council time to find a 
city clerk. 

The discussion had started with 
Haywood calling on several city de- 
partment heads who might want to 
question the council on the new pro- 
cedure. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers pre- 
sented a prepared statement ex- 
pressing concern over repairs to 
emergency vehicles during off 
hours. When asked how he had been 
handling this type problem, Driggers 
explained they made any emergency 
repairs and got purchase orders after 
city hall opened. 

Council member Bill Brunson ex- 
plained that the new ordinance 
wouldn’t change this in any manner. 


Elba W&E Board proceeds 
with Hwy. 125 water project

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
monthly bills totaled $25,000 for the 
past month, This included the cost 
of replacing the transformers at the 
hospital and the final payment on 
the annual financial audit. 

The Board members voted to 
proceed with the engineering of the 
new water line to supply the rural 
water system being installed along 
the Brundidge Highway (Al #125). 

The new system will furnish wa- 
ter to residents from the Elba city 
limits to the new Coffee County 
landfill, It is being funded by a grant 
received by the county commission 
after water samples indicated many 
wells in the area showed contamina- 
tion before the new landfill became 


Operational. 

Electric Supervisor Jeff Puckett 
reported power outages are at a min- 
imum because of extensive tree 
triming along right-of-ways. 

Puckett reported the department 
is continuing the program of chang- 
ing out defective light poles, 

The cost of setting a security 
light on private property will in- 
crease from $50 to $80 akan setting 
a new pole is required, Puckett rec- 
ommended this, noting the 30 foot 
poles being used cost $80 each, 
Property owners can still have this 
installation charge added to their 
utility bill over a two year period if 
desired. 

Board members delayed any ac- 
tion on a request from Puckett to se- 
cure bids on a new bucket truck, He- 
wanted to replace the present 
vehicle which is 14 years old.

School board adopts disease policy

The March meeting of the Elba 
City School Board was highlighted 
by the adoption of 18 pages of pol- 
icies dealing with communicable dis- 
ease in the schools. 

The policy deals with both stu- 
dents and staff and sets guidelines 
for dealing with communicable dis- 
eases that are known not to be 
spread by casual contact (AIDS, 
Hepatitis B, etc.) 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
told board members the new policy 
wasn’t designed to exclude students 
with these diseases from school. 
The policy adopts recommendations 
from medical experts and others to 
insure fairness and reasonable safety 
to all concerned, 

It is designed to protect the in- 
dividual’s rights and hopefully give 
the staff members guidance in deal- 
ing with the problems relating to the 
matter, Pearce stressed. 

A Review Panel will be es- 
tablished to deal with such cases on 
an individual basis. The policy spe- 
cifically says that the students with 
Human Immunodeficiency Virus 
(HIV) should be allowed to attend 
school. Such communicable discases 
not known to be spread by casual 
contact will be addressed on a case 
by case basis by the review panel. 

The new policy, as previous 
school policies, has provisions for 
excluding students or employees 
who have highly contagious dis- 
eases, either primary or secondary. 

The panel will consist of (a) the 
physician treating the individual (b) 
a health official from the Coffee 
County Health Department (c) an ap- 
proved child/employce advocate (d) 
a school representative familiar with 


the child’s behavior in the school 
setting or the employee’s work situa- 
tion (¢) either the parent of the child, 
student if over 18, employee, or their 
representative and (f) a district ad 
ministrator other than the super- 
intendent or assistant superintendent. 

The superintendent will not be a 
part of the panel, and will only be 
present during testimony. The super- 
intendent will not be present during 
deliberations on “Proposal for De- 
cision” on particular cases. 

There are consent papers to be 
signed by the infected person and/or 
parent dealing with the release of in 
formation. Any information pre- 
sented to the panel is confidential 
and can only be released on a “need 
to know basis.” 

A decision by the review panel 
may be vetoed by the super- 
intendent, 

If either the review panel decision 
or the decision of the superintendent 
is considered unfair by the parent or 
employee, they may request a re- 
hearing. If problems continue, the 
matter may be appealed to the school 
board. 

There are some variations to the 
above guidelines if the student in- 
volved is a special education student. 

The policy sets routine pro- 
cedures for staff members on sanita- 
tion and hygiene when handling 
body fluids. 

In other business the council 
heard reports on the progress of in- 
stalling playground equipment at the 
elementary school; April’s parent's 
night at Elba High School; funding 
for the 1994-95 school year; the Tay- 
lor Mill Road access road and bridge 
Status; a forestry grant of matching 
funds to landscape school property 
and officially named the street from 
Highway 84, Tiger Drive, as sug- 


gested last year by the majority ol 
the students. This name was already 
being used, but had never been ol 
ficially declared. 

A review of the financial stau 
ment showed a continuing drop in 
the general fund balance. Pearce re 
minded board members he had cau- 
tioned them about this last fall. He 
added that the drop would continue 
for the balance of the fiscal year, but 
should level off next year if the city 
council follows through with a plan 
to earmark half of a ene cent sales 
tax to the schools 


Police arrest Elba 
juvenile on drug 
charge 


On Thursday, March 17, the Elba 
Police Department arrested a 16- 
year-old Elba youth for unlawful dis- 
tribution of a controlled substance 
crack cocaine, 

The arrest came as a result of an 
undercover operation conducted ear- 
lier in the year. Several Elba resi- 
dents hayre already been arrested for 
the same offense. 

According to the District Attor- 
ney's Office, a motion to certify the 
youth to stand trial as an adult will 
be filed in the proper court. 

Unlawful distribution on a con- 
trolled substance is a Class B felony 
punishable from two to twenty years 
in the the state penitentiary, 

The juvenile was released to the 
custody of his parents, 

Elba police are continuing the in 
vestigation and more arrests are ¢ 
pected,
